Hazing has at least been abolished at 
Princeton University. This unqualified. 
statement is justified by ¢he fact that the 
students in mass ting assembled 
adopted by unaniinous vote a resolution 


The problem of governing an educational 
inWitution is practically the same as that 
of governing communities and States. The 
consent of the body of people constituting 
the governed is necessary to successfyl 
government. The enforcement of any law 
and the maintenance of any condition 
which has not the free indorsement or 
consent of the mass of this body can never 
be more thama partial success. Nothing 
more than a troublesome suppression, 
with outbreaks of more or less frequency, 
can be ex pected. 

It is a wonder that the intelligent facul- 
ties of Princeton and other similar insti- 
tutions have not recognized and acted 
upon this principle. They have tried for 
years tosuppreas hazing bya system of 
espionage atid punishment, but without 


the students, feeling sure of the counten- 
ance, if notthe admiration, of their fel- 
low-students, have taken pride in vio- 
lating the law against hazing and 
defying their college authorities. The 
authorities at Princeton might have 
learned a lesson in this matter from their 
experience with cheating in examinations. | 
As long as the spy 8ystem prevailed cheat- 
ing waeae veniai offense, but as soon as the 
students were placed on their honor and 
resolved thatit was dishonorable, cheat- 
ing was-a disgraceful crime and none 
dared offend public sentiment. No 
student of Princeton will dare defy the 
moral sentiment which condemns hazing. 
This triumph of the moral influence 
over the physical force in a great educa- 
tional institution is a garn for the whole 
country. Itisa liberal education for the 
young men in the true principle of good 
government and should call public atten- 
tion to the only effectual way of securing 
law, order and purity in the body politic. 
A State or community can have the gov- 
ernment which it wantsjand enforce all 
laws which its people lye shall be en- 
forced.

and observation of the latest fashions. 
There is also a large class of most regular 
attendants who come not from any 
unworthy motive, for they believe in all | 
of the sublime truths that are preached in 
the house of God—while they are being 
preached. They have the highest respect 
for the teachings of Christ, a respect so 
high that it is similar to that feeling which 
country folke have for their Sunday-go- 
to-meeting clothes—‘‘too good for week- 
day use.’’ It would not do to drag 
their heavenly ideas into the mire of 
everyday life—their spotless purity 
might be irreparably soiled; and so 
at the close of the holy day they lay aside 
their spiritual garments for others better 
suited to the remorseless struggle for pre- 
cedence in which the next six days will be 
spent, On this first day of the week they 
truly and unreservedly believe in the 
fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of 
man, und their hearts go out to their suf- 
fering and ignorant brethren of every 
other land; but to-morrow they will just 
as unreservedly believe in that other creed 
of ‘*Every man for himeelf and the devil 
take the hindmost,’’ which means that 
the devil will certainly get the foremost 
man first of all. 

It is such umoonscious hypocrites, such 
really honest rascals, that give so great an 
opportunity to the scoffer, who, failing to 
overthrow the great truths of religion, 
vents his spite upon its professors. The 

attitude of these people must be 
like that of s certain medimva!l ‘‘Prince 
Bishop’’ of Constance, a famous warrior, 
who, when he was rebuked by his pious 
chaplain forhis blasphemous profanity, 
replied that he was swearing as Prince, not 
as Bishop. History does not record his 
reply to the further question of the chap- 
lain: **When youdie, which will Satan 
get, the Priuce or the Bishop?’’

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THE EIGHT-HOUR QURSTION. 

A new book on “*“‘Eight Hours for 
Work’’ by John Rae is attracting atten- 
tion in England because the author’s plea 
foran eight-hour day discards and di- 
rectly antagonizes the old plea that fewer 
hours of work ‘for each individual would 
mean the employment of more men. 

Mr. Rae presents an imposing list of 
cases in which employers who. had tried 
the experiment testify that their men had 
turned out more and better work in eight 
hours than under the” tén-hour rule. 
Mather & Platt reduced the work 
week of the 1,200 employes 
in their iron works at Salford from 53 to 
48 hours, and tn March last announced 
that a year’s experiment had shown an in- 
creased’ product as compared with any 
former year under the 53-hour rule. In 
1892 William Allan & Co. of Sunderland at 
the request of their men reduced the work- 
day from nine to eight hours, on the con- 
dition that 5 per cent less wages should be 
paid for six months, atthe end of which 
time the 5 per cent cut should be paid to 
the men and the old wages restored in case 
the product had not been reduced by the 
shortening of the hours. Theresult of a 
six months’ experiment was a larger pro- 
duct and the restoration of the same wages 
that had formerly been paid for the 9-hour 
day. And now after further trial Mr. 
Allan says: 

Paradoxical as it may seem, I get fully 
more work out than formerly; tn fact, lam 
surprisedat how the work is going ahead, 
having believed, like so many employers, 
that there would bea corresponding decrease 
in output. I was even more surprised to ob- 
tain this result in machine as much asin 
hand work. 

The British Government has also tried 
the eight-hour day in its ordnance factor- 
jes with satisfactory results, and Joseph 
Chamberlain testifies that it worked well 
in his Birmingham business, even in the 
case of men tending machines that seemed 
to do all the work. The men wasted less 
time and worked with: more energy, even 
at piece work, when the workday was 


shortened. 

If thorough experiment shall prove that 
such results arethe rule rather than the 
exception, no legal compulsion will be 
needed to inaugurate the eight-hour day. 
It will inaugurate itself because the men 
want it and the employers have good 
reasons to favor it. No curtaiiment of the 
freedom of labor will be needed to shorten 
the work day. 


ROT THAT KIBD OF FATHERS. 

Replying to the Rev. Frank G. Tyrrell’s 
criticism of the Presbyterian ministers 
who opposed the entrance of religious or- 
ganizations as such in municipal poli- 
tics, the Rev. Dr. 8. C. Palmer made 
some wise remarks with regard to the 
mixing of religion and politics. But he 
proved himself rusty in the history of the 
Puritans when he said: ‘‘The Pilgrim 
fathers came to this country to find a 
refuge from the evils growing out of the 
union of church and State.’’ 

The theory that the Pilgrim Fathers 
came to this country to establish liberty of 
conscience and the right to worship in any 
way except their way is not borne out by 
the facts of history. They came to escape 
the evils of the union of what they re- 
garded as the wrong chuch with the State 
and to establish the sway of their church 
through the State. They made it warm, 
roastingly hot in fact, for all in 
New England who declined to 
worship God in accordance with 
the dictates of the Pilgrim Fathers’ con- 
science. The Pilgrim Fathers had excel- 
lent qualities, but toleration was not one 
of them, and it took a long course of edu- 
cation to bring them to see the evils of 
the union of any church with the State. 
Some of their descendants have not yet 
gotrid of the tendency to run the con- 
sciences of others. :; 

Bill Nye is not a recognized authority on 
history, but as a lineal and reverential 
descendantofa Pilgrim Father he aptly 
expressed a historical truth when he re- 
marked that the Puritans came to this 
country to finda wider field for intoler- 
ance.

PETTIOOATS IN LITERATURE. 


Henry James has lately been credited 
with the remark that ‘‘we have no liter- 
ature now-a-days; it is smothered in pet- 
ticoats.’’ 

One would hardly expect such an utter- 
ance from an author whose tenuous in- 
trospective novels are the delight of cer- 
cain classes of women, and of them only. 
But, perhaps he too longs for a chance to 
try his band at some really mascu- 
line writing from which, so far, 
he has refrained, because, like 
Howells, he recognizes that the public 
which reads fiction is almost entirely 
feminine. Or may be he is only jealous of 
the increasing rustle of the petticoats of 
the fair writers which threatens to dro 
out his own dainty and exquisite piping. 

But, be this as it may, there is no doubt 
that the advancing ranks of petticoa 
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In order to make a great success at the 
present time a writer must be a woman, 
and being a woman almost anything will 
be received from her, because she is a 
woman. Noman could ever succeed with 
such arrant nonsense and pretentious 
ignorance of nature as ‘‘The Heavenly 
Twins,’’ such crudities ag the ‘' Yellow 
Aster’’ or ‘‘Ships That Pass in the Night,” 
or such shallow conventional twaddle as 
Mrs. Burton Harrison’s ‘*Bachelor 
Maid.’’ 

But like the dreadfal exhibition in the 
Woman’s Building at the World’s Fair, 
even cultured women admire them because 
they are the work of women. They appeal. 
to the feminine consciousness, and 
whether they have any literary value 
or not is a matter of no consequence 
whatever. Why should a women, 
after the manner of stupid men, 
spend years in study of a_ subject, 


encyclopedia or a handbook she can 
make fully as greatan impression upon 
her feminine readers? For after all, what 
woman Cares most about is not what value 
there may bein what she says, but what 
may be the impression thereof. 

Of course there are exceptions to this 
rule, and the work of such true observers 
and artists as Mary Wilkins and Kate 
Chopin adds a new forge to our Literature. 
Butsuch women do not flirt their petti- 
coats through every page of their writ- 
ings, and so do not have the vogue of 
their noisier and shallower sisters. They 
simply try to depict human life as it really 
is, and, likethe masculine writers, have 
great difficulty in obtaining the approval 
of that great multitude of (semi-cultivat- 
ed) women who form the bulk of our read- 
ing publicand women who do not think 
that we are one nation composed of two 
sexes, but two nations, each of one sex. 
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THE WHEEL’S INFLUENCE, 

Speculation on the future of the Ameri- 
can must be qualified by consideration of a 
new factor in American life—the bicycle. 
The American people are getting on wheels 
with amazing unanimity. The passion 
for wheeling is unbounded by age, sex or 
condition. 

It has been a common prediction that 
American men and women are rushing to 
physical perdition because of lack of ex- 
ercise and diversion in the open 
air. The pace in business and soci- 
ety that kills has been expected 
to make a wreck of muscles and nerves. 
The business man rushed to and from 
business on the stre@t car, gobbled his 
meals and drove the mental engine and 
nerve machinery at the highest pressure. 
The woman, when not overloaded with 
household worries, has been pictured as 
dividing her time between lazy idleness 
and social dissipation. 

But the safety bicycle—the light, grace- 
ful machine which putsseven league boots 
nman okind—came and under its influence 
the conditions of American life are rapidly 
changing. It is a fascinating influence. 
There is a rare sense of independence and 
a toxic exhilaration in its possibilities and 
motion. The business man, professional 
man, clerk, typewriterand the ‘ ‘literary 
feller’? are yielding to it. The ques- 
tion with the person who acquires the 
bicycle taste is no longer, ‘‘How quickly 
can I get to business?’’ and ‘‘How shall I 
spend my leisure?’’ but ‘‘How long can I 
stay on my wheel?’’ and ‘‘ Where shall I 
go?’’ Town and country and all the ozone 
that the lungs can hold belong to the man 
or woman witha wheel. What sermons, 
books, warning and gymnasiums could not 
do, the bicycle has done. It takes its 
owner out into the open air and makes 
him enjoy muscular exertion. 

There are croakers who foresee bent backs 
and weakened organs in the wheel, but 
good sense may be expected. to correct 
evils of this kind in time. The great 
potent fact is that it offers to the weary 
brain-worker and confined clerks deep 
breaths of fresh air, glimpses of county 
landscapes and exhilarating exercise. In 
these lie clear brains, vigorous bodies 
and tanks of nerve fluid, and these are the 
elements that make forthe highest de- 
velopment of a people.

This ig what Mr. Garland calls ‘‘veritism.** 
According to this theory we must learn to 
Graw inspiration from the world of fact | 
around us and stop looking through the eyes 
of the old masters. We have as good eyes as 
Shakspeare or Plato or Dante and why 
sboulin’t we use them? Asthe proper study 
of mankind ts man, so man should be studied 
not bis dead works. And there is excuse 
for the neglect of this study while overpopu- 
lation supplies a surplus of material. The 
cities, villages and prairies are full of life, 
and itis not necessary to go elsewhere for 
models and impulses. 

All this 13 entertaining and curious if not 
instructive and interesting. Mr. Garland 
bas a hard grip on half of the truth and pro- 
ceeds, as others have done before him, 
thinking with the old Greek purveyor of 
paradoxes that ‘‘half is more than the 
whole.’’ If a literature is to be vital its 
votaries must put away conventions. They 
must rely upon their own powers of feeling 
and observation ana dea! directly with the 
world of contemporaneous fact. But a 
record of observations is not literature, nor 
does it give us any clew to the underlying 
verities w hich are the real objects of literary 
and artistic exploration. Facts are only the 
scaffolding of truth, which must quicken 
them, make them instinct with pulsing life, 
before they can claim any respect. They are, 
from 4@ literary, artistic point of view, only 
signs, and thebusiness of art is to ascertain 
and set forth what they signify, by the power 
of words, color, light ana shade. 

At this poiat Mr. Gariand is at fault, The 
old masters are not studied for their ideas, 
Zhe facts which they record, the activities 
which they represent, but to learn how they 
full of spiritual insight as they are—how they 
lSoked at ideas, facts and activities, and 
catch from them their habit of mind. It is 
their mental habit which enabled them to 
see and set forth, and this was just the habit 
which Mr. Garland himself insists upon as 
all important. We do not care much for 
Greek beliefs. Most of Piato’s have beea 
exploded, and aay bootblack will tell 
thatthe fancies of the Greek poets w x 
merest nonsense, travesties of facts.“ But 2 
they were honest, sincere, eager for the 
truth, and, imperfecily as they understood 
the facts of their world, made the very best 
use of what they did understand. They had 
the right mental habit. Paradoxical as it 
may sound, Walt Whitman ts one of the few, 
if not the only, modern writer who held to 
this habit without wavering.

Emperor William Taking a Lively In- 
terest in the Corean Battles.

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—Emperor William ig tak- 
ing the most lively interest in the Corean 
war. Dally reports of all the war news are 
submitted to his majesty, and by the aid of 
the best maps and charts procurable, 
he carefully traces the progress of the 


operations of the combatants. fhe Em- 
peror studies each movement ia its most 
minute detall, paying particular attention 
to the naval engagements as furnishing the 
first tests, ona om ~ scale, of the use mon- 
ster ironclads can De put to, 

The Nrue Freie Presse of Vienna publishes an 
interview with Baron Dawbiebstey von 
Ehrenstein, the commander of the Austrian 
navy, in which the Admiral is quoted as 
saying that he thought the success of the 
Japanese was due to the superior education 
their officers obtained in Europe, to better 
discipline and to their knowledge of the 
working of modern weapons. The Admiral 
adds that the great lesson of the naval bat- 
tle of the mouth of the Yala River was that 
armed cruisers were well able to bold their 
own against unwieldy battle ships, and in 

his Opinion, if the naval powers were well 
advised,they would pay more atteation in 
the future to armored cruisers than to costiy 
men of war. 

During the Emperor’s visitto Marienburg 
a number of revolutionary posters were af- 
fixedin various parts ofthe town with the 
words: ‘‘Down with the monarchy; down 
with the Emreror.’’ They were printed on 
red paper. Noone was seen affixing them 
and the police investigation has been fruit- 
less.

Their departure aroused 
no comment, Did they meet in Uhleago? 
The plaintif®, whick in this case is the people, 
wilideny it. Ihe defense will try to prove 
that they met atthe World’s Fair, as an evi- 
dence of Ross’ guilt in the seduction. The 
proof in part will be that, although the ride 
from Scottsboro to Littie Rock should have 
taken bata day, Miss Skelton did not arrive 
at her sister’s house for more than a 
week after ber departure from her home, 
during which time her trunk wes being held 
and storage charged upon it by the station 
agent at Little Rock. About the time she ar- 
rived at Little Hock ROss made his appear- 
ance at Scottsboro. People interested in the 
case have formea their own deductions re- 
garding this. 

in one of the letters written to Miss Skelton 
by Ross after this trip he says: 


**Do you Know, tt ie almost impossible for 
me to realize that we were together once for | 
six whole days? f remember one afternoon 
we didnot go outapdit grew dark, and you 
said, ‘Oh, where has the afternoon gone to?’ 
Do you remember? I do. It was the hap- 
piest afternoon of my life.’’ 


LETTERS IN EVIDEKOS. 
These letters, written to Miss Skelton while 
she was in Little Rock, were strangely 
enough the last link in the chain 
that was to drag herto disgrace and him to 
death. They are the prosecution's main ev!i- 
Gence. In one Ross writes:

That was a fatal moment for Robert Ross 
and Annie &kelton.

He feared death ana wrote 
the girl, asking her to write to her brothers 
acquitting him of her betrayal.

SHUT DOWER LAST NIGHT. 


Every Tin-Plate Factory in the Country 
Closed Indefini'ely. 


PirTepura, Pa., Sept. 29.—Kvery tin-plate 
factory in the country will shut down to- 
night and there is no indication as to when 
they will again be put into operation, There 
isa wide difference between the manufac- 
turers and the workers on the subject of 
wages, andthe latter insist that, notwith- 
standing the reduction of duty, the wages 
agreed upon in Jane can De paid the balance 
of the scale year. 

Two important reasons are given for tha. 
action taken by the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. One is that the closing of the factories 
is being done to discourage prospective 
builders of tinu-plate plants. There are at 
least ten in course of erection inthe United 
States, while manufacturers of tin-piate 
machinery are enlarging their works. It 
was decided to put up some of these fac- 
tories after it was Known that the cut In the 
daty would be 1 per cent per pound. 

Another reason given by the manufac- 
turers is that under Secretary Caflisle’s 
ruling 46,000,000 pounds of tin plate now in 
bond can be put on the market on monday 
by paying the new tarif of 1.2 cents per 
pound. is will Ml) all the demands for 
some time to come, 

On the other hand the workmen assert that 
the shut-down is merely a scheme of the 
manufacturers to compel their employes to 
work for less wages.

the Government. at the opening 
of the next sessi0n’ with co-operatiag 
Radicals so that Evfglish home rule will 
thereby not be antagonized, as if the defeat 
ofthe Government were brought about by 
mere Irish revolt.’’

A MAMMOTH VESSBL. 

The great ship, as it now stands upon the 
stocks, is one-tenth of a mile long. If it were 
possible to plaee it ia one of the streets of 
your city it would extend beyond two 


bioecks, From the ground to the main deck 
the distance is nearly eighty feet. 
The stairway for elimbing up its 
sides has 140 steps. Standing on 
the forecastie nead, the observer finds 
himself considerably above the roof of a six- 
story building. A «lance down over the side 
produces a sensation of dizziness, as when 
one peers over a precipice, Twenty years 
ago a vessel of 8,000 tons was considered 
very large. JIhis monster of a ship is of 
11,000 tons displacement. These are the 
dimensions of the vessel:

The Paris and New York measure only 256 
feet on the load-water line and register Dut 
10,500 toms. The new ship differs from these 
steamers inshape andconstruction. It has 
a str@sght instead ofa clipperstem, It will 
carry two funnels. Instead of three masts, 
it will have two, which will be rigged 
schooner-wise with foreand aft sails. he 
hulloftheship tsb out ina horizontal 
frame, having both Ses cast in one piece, 
which weighs 68,000 ods. The hull is 
built entirly of steel, The vesselis a thor- 
oughiy American ship from stem to stern. 
Charlies H. Cramp in speaking of this the 
other day said: 

‘*No foreign materials enter into their con - 
struction, They are of AmMericen mode] and 
design, Of American material, and they are 
being built by Americap skill and muscle. 
lhe existing tarif law, sec..8, gives the 
privilege of importing free of duty all 
‘plates, tees, beams, angles, wire rope and 
composition metals’ that might be needed in 
thelr construction. But I did mot take ad- ' 
vantage ofit. Om the contrary, we placed 
every order with American rolling-mills, 
forges and foundries.’’ 

The plating of the vessel is three-quarter- 
inch steel. The huli is provided with a 
double bottom and Rasaspace of fifty-four 
inches between the piatiags. This space may 
be used for water ballast Dut it ils intended 
to give additional buoyancy. In the ship‘s 
interior are nine water-tight compartments, 
without any doors or openings of any kind. 
They render the ship ansinkable absolutely. 
More than that, itis not too much to say 
that if the ship were cut in two 
by a collision, the separate halves would re- 
main afloat. Mr. Cramp does not Delieve 
much in Daliasting ships with water... That 
isthe prevailing ideain the English con- 
struction of vessels. Such ships are liable to 
capsize if any accideat interferes with the 
working ofthe mechanism which supplies 
the water. ihben the space for Dallast re- 
duces materially the vessel’s cargo capacity. 
As a result of the new method of construction 
in the St. Louls, the ship will carry a much 
larger cargo thaa the Paris or New York,and 
quite as large a cargoasthe Campania. The 
snip appears to de almost flat-bottomed, 
It really isnot. Therets a considerable rise 
even amidships. The cutoff the prow isata 
sharp angle, much sharper, indeed, than 
that of the Paris or New York. The lines of 
the hull are easy and graceful, 

THE DECKS, EXGINES AND BOILERS. 

The St. Louis will have six decks. Five of 
these are already laid. The only one remain- 
ingto be constructed ts the hurricane or 
bridge deck, which forms the roof of the 


house on the promenade deck. The prome- 
nade deck extends the entire length of the 
vessel without a break. All the decks will De 
covered with wood planking. The boilers 
have not yet been put in, although they are 
ready. The engines are also ready. some 
of the condensers are already in position, 
The engines are of the most modern pat- 
tern. They are designed to develop at least 
10,000 Indicated horse powereach. The ship 
willthus be driven through the water Dy 
20,000 horse power. The Paris has 18,000 horse 
power. Bach engine will have four cylin- 
ders, respectively of 36,50, 71 and 100 inches 
diameter. The piston stroke is 60 inches. Six 
steel double-ended bollers, each 20 feet long 
and 15 fest 7% inches tn diameter, will fur- 
nish steam at about 200 pounds pressure. 
the battery will have forty-eight Purves 
furnaces, 89inches in diemeter, Otted with 
Serves patent tubes. The total grate sur- 
face will aggregate about 830 square fect 
and the heating surface about 50,000 square 
feet. The crank shafts, eccentric stra 
and connecting rods will De of forged steel, 
and the piston rods will be of ingot steel, 
The valve geas will be of the link type, con- 
trolled by a steam cylinder and also by as 
auxiliary hand gear. Many featur have 
Deen added to insure the perfect working of 
these engines. The columns will be of cast 
steel, forked bottom. The thrust blocks will 
the usual horseshoe type and the

Another low-priced record made by wheat 
compietely Gemoralized the bulls for pon 
this past week. Oonditions that in times. 
past would have smartiy rallied the market 
falied to bave more than the slightest and 
most fleeting of effects. There was not the 
right sort of speculation to back 
up the Dallish conditions and, with confidence 

Gestroyed and bearish ideas paramount, 

the selling side alone was favored and the 

trend of the market consequently almost 
stedaily downward. Not that the decline 

was so great, the lowest prices touched— 

49%@ec for Dec and 55%c for May on Friday— 

being only Ie lower than last Saturday, 

but the extreme depression exist- 

ing everywhere, the complete absence 

of resistance to the downward movement In 

price and the utfresponstveness of the mar- 

ket to anything like a bullish item of news 

made the situation fearfuily and wonderfully 

bearish. The worst of it was no one could 

see where the present miserable state of the 

market could change for the better. It 

is claimed it ean hardly come 

from reawakenea speculation en the bull 

side, as notwithstanding the low price in- 

vestors hold aloof and will not core in until 

they see some evidence that the maftet is on 

an assured basis, where the. demand “tas 

overtaken and can cope with, or, mach Det- 

ter, is getting away with the supply.

It may be, however, that that to-be-hoped- 
basis is not so far off as the bears deem it to 
be. The price has gotten to such a low level 
that it is about in touch with foreign buying 
Ogures in most of the markets of this coun- 
try, and has certainly reached them 
im several oof the accumulative cen- 
ters. The heavy purchases for 
foreign account in New York and other 


Atlantic ports, and the close figuring that is 
going on here, though so far with but mod- 
erate results, show this plainly enough. It 
{se claimed that at New York alone 2,500,000 
bu was bought for export and milling last 
week, an from San Francisco came 
the statement that ,000,000 ba would 
be loaded out for Europe. That: these 
alleged heavy foreign purchases did not 
show in the clearances—the exports from 
both coasts were 2,563,000 Du—cast grave 
suspicion upoa the truth of these statements. 
Whether true or not, there is no doubt but 
that Europe will require a large amount 
of the fine wheat of this sountry 
Guring the present season. The Europeaa 
wheat crop is above the average in quantity, 
but far below’it in geen Ail their trade 
jourmals agree inthis, and they ail deciare 
that considerable wheat will have to be im- 
ported to bring up the grade of their wheat 
toa gOuS milling quality. 


Another fact that cannot be disregarded 
very much longer is the extremely small 
run of winter wheatto market. Northwest- 
ern farmers are still pouring their spring 
wheat into market, Dutitis going into the 
elevators of their own section, and 
Chicago is completely out in the cold so 
far as spring wheat goes. Minneap- 
olis, Dulatn and Superior and the Northwest 
system of country elevators are stocking up 
and to dosoare paying prices that Chicago 
cannot meet. Thespring wheat so far mar- 
keted will be controlled Dy the great milling 
systems of Minneapolis, Duluth and Superior 
and not by the speculative elevator 
gang in Chicago. There is a latent bull con- 
dition in that factthat will powerfully as- 
sertitseifintime. But the mere dribble of 
winter wheat to marketis a condition that 
aiready confronts the trade. It is positive 
and prominent inallthe markets from Kan- 
sas City and St. Louis to Chicago, Toledo, De- 
treit and Baltimore. The seaboard mar- 
kets receiving winter wheat to any extent 
are getting it from Western markets. The 
amount coming from first hands is tar below 
the average at this season of the year. There 
appears tu be no doubt Dut that this reduced 
stream of winter wheat to market is due 
principally to the fact ‘that an .excep- 
tinually large amount has been and wil! be 
fed to live stock. Farmers and feeders have 
apparently solved the probiem of what is 
the cheapest and most fattening grain to 
feed to hogs anda other siock, and 
have decided im favor of wheat. Using 
100,000,000 bu or even half that amount 
and the lowest estimate does not go below 
60,000,000 Du-—this season forthat purpose, 
and adagingthis extra requirement to the 
regular requirements, this country’s sup- 
piles will be greatly reduced erethe next 
crop is ready for market,

The combination of 
circumstances that brought about 
the liquidation of last summer can- 
not occur again, though one of 
the factor bound to act against a general ad- 
vance is what Dankers see in the situation 
and call suspended liquidation. The 1 per 
cent money market is most instrumental in 
averting this liquidation and the continu- 
ance ofthe one includes that of the other. 
The two classes of stocks now furnishing the 
bulk ofthe activity are the Grangers and 
Industrials.

THE LEADER OF THE PARTY. 

Arey is a native of Norwich, OCanada,whicbh 
is in the County of Oxford and Province of 
Ontarin, He was born there thirty years 
ago, his father, Charles Arey, being a car- 
penter. Yourg Arey attended the public 
schools of Norwich for some yearsand then 
learned the tradeof a machinist, at which 
he worked at New London, Ontario, for nine 
years. Then he ‘‘listened to the voice of 
Shiloh, as interpreted by a disciple of the 
Flying Roll,’’ ashe expresses it, sold his 
house—all he had—gave the proceeds to the 
poor and went to Detroit. There he studied 
the doctrine of the ‘‘Church of Israel,’’ went 
back to Canada and preached it, but early in 
1892 he was calied bacg to Detroitto attend a 
reunion of ail the @isciples of the sew 
church, some sixty in number. They de- 
cided to organize, and did so by elect- 
ing four pillars to be the executive 
head ofthe church on earth as Sh lloh tis 
head inspirit. Arey was chosen as one of 
the pillars, the other three being Andrew 
Richardson of Port Huron, Mich., Wiiliam 
Brown, Tvronto, Ormtario, and Benjamin 
Parfiell of Richmond, Ind. The delegates 
then scattered and preached about their 
various homes until Feb. 5 last, when their 
twenty-four best preachers gathered at their 
headquarters, 87 Hamlin avenue, Detroit, 
and started out In pairs,* ‘like the aposties,’’ 
totour every part of the country and con- 
vert 144,000 people. Arey and young Miller 
started out together one way and Misses 
Browne anda De Beoree in another. They ac- 
cidentally met in Hannibal and came on here 
together, Dut will separate again on leaving 
Kast St. Louls. 


**THE FLYING ROLL.’’ 

The gospel these people preach is peculiar. 
**We Delleve,’”’ said Arey toa SUNDAY PostT- 
DISPATCH representative, who had quite a 
chat with him the other afternoon, ‘‘in the 
law and the gospel, and we believe the 
‘Flying Roll’ its the interpreter of the 
sealed word of God. For in the book 
of Daniel the Lord says: ‘Seal up the word 
of God until the time of the end.’ The proper 
interpretation of the Bible was sealed up for 
over 1,800 years, until the ‘Flying Roll’ 
opened it. Ihe ‘Flying Roll’ is a volume 
which waswritten by alvine inspiration. 
James J. Jezreel Was itsauthor. He was an 
Englishman, who lived in Yellingham, Kent, 
England, where he died fifteen years ago. 
Jezreel was the sixth of a series of messen- 
gers, Brothers Southcott, Shaw, Turner and 
Wrel having preceded him. Through these 
men thespirit of Shiloh worked. Shiloh is 
the Supreme Being mentionedin Genesis 49, 
10, which says: ‘The scepter shall not de. 
part from Judah, nora law-giver from be- 
tween his feet until Shiloh comes and unto 
him shall the gathering of the people be.’ 

**W hen Jegree!l died the work was carried 
on by his wife Esther in England. 
Before his death, however, Jezreel toured 
this country making speeches and elucidat- 
ing his doctrine. Thus the first seeds of our 
faith were planted in this country. ne 
founded a branch in Detroitin 1875. Daniels 
was ite first preacher. After this branches 
sprung up in Port Huron, Sarnia, Richmond, 
Ind,., and various places, and gradually 
grew in strength until all the ramifications 
in this country were finally united, as I said 
before, two years ago.

Louis to- 
gether, stopping a while at Louisiana, 
Clarksville, Elisberry and St. Charlies.

FEDERALISM STILL A POTENT FACTOR, | 

These judicial expressions, which might be 
multiplied indefinitely, are the interpreta- 
Zion, the definition, of our Constitution made 
by the highest judicial authority in the Re- 
public. These ought to silence discussion 
and put the question at rest. Unhappily 
they have not that effect. The mon- 
archical notions of the Federalists were set 
aside at the beginning, and the Democratic 
idea was triumphant. But Federalism was 
only Gofooted,s fortunately it was not ex- 
tirpated. rose almost instantly from the 
ashes of its first great defeat to confront its 
old and victorious adversary, and ever since 
has sought ay artifice, by force, by whatever 
means it could, tO4varpand twist our gov- 
ernmental. stfacture int® a form more con. 

nant with &{s purposes. it has remaiped 

th us a _Nying, potential force. It has 
sOught constantly to impress its autocratic 
spirit upen our constitution. It has sought 
unremittingly to amplify the powers of the 
Federal Goverfiment and to diminish those 
of the States. It bas striven after new grants 
of power, and seught by cunning and lii- 
centious construction to enlarge those al- 
ready granted. And no wonder, my fellow- 
citizens, for the advance of Federalism 
means the more easy promoticn of private 
or selfish interests. The Government at 
Washington is far removed from the people, 
and is less subject tothe restraints of pub- 
licopinion. The stronger it is made, the 
more independent it becomes; the greater 
the power conferred upon it, the more it is 
tempted to defiance and aggression. Hence 
throughout our history we bave found 
those who bave selfish intereststo promote 
anxious to rob the peopie of power and be- 
stow itupon a great ntral govérnment, 
which they can the more easily corrupt or 
cont ol, All such have been,and are, the 
Stalwart champions ofa great government 
of centralization of Federalism, Sustained 
and stimulated by these powerful influences, 
which were never so powerful at pow, 
Federalism has for decades waged an in- 
4 cessant apd most audacious warfare 
upon our democratic institations, 
seeking to dwarf and to break dows the 
States, which constitute the fortress of pop- 
ular sovereixnty, and to exaltthe Federal 
establishment tate a oniversal supremacy. 
Against these onslaughts the Democratic 

rty bas offered its uncompromising re-
